ONDON, Nov. 20— The London & 
Southwestern Railway Company 
received an official report from St, 
Malo, France, stating that the 
total number of persona aboard their 
steamer Hilda, which was wrecked off 
that place Saturday night, wan 129, of 
whom only ti liaxe been .saved. The 
bodies of 51 victims of the disaster 
have been washed up on the beach at 
St. Cast, near St. Malo. All of the 
crew of 20 belonged to Southampton, 
and only three of them were unmar- 
ried. 

The Hilda left Southampton on Fri- 
day night for St. Malo, on the north 
coast of France. Her passage was 
greatly delayed by a fog In the chan- 
nel, and when near St. Malo she ran 
into a severe snowstorm, apparently 
missing her course, and foundered on 
the rocks off Gardin lighthouse, three 
miles from St. Malo. 

The company's steamer Ada, outward 
bound from St. Malo, rescued five of 
the passengers and one of the crew. 
The crew numbered 20 and there were 
about 100 passengers, all Frenchmen, 
the majority being anion dealers from 
St. Brlac and neighborhood. 

Wrecked Sunday Morning 

A telegram from St. Servan, adjoin- 
ing the town of St. Malo, gives the 
few particulars yet available. The 
Hilda was near St. Malo on Saturday 
morning, delayed by fog and bad 
weather. She struck the rocks at 4 
o'clock on Sunday morning In the 
whom only G have been saved. The 
the crew and passengers were asleep 
at the time. Two boats were low- 
ered, onq of which, containing live 
men, arrived at St.. Servan, The 
second boat was picked tip empty at 
St. Cast, where 10 bodies were washed 
ashore.

Pitiful Scenes at Southampton 

Southampton, Nov. 20. — All the mem- 
bers of the crew of the ill-fated Hilda 
were residents of tills town, nnd most 
pitiful scenes were enucted through- 
out the day nt the offices of the Lon- 
don & Southwestern Railway Com- 
pany. Tlte officials were unable to 
extend any hope to the relatives. Most 
of the men leave wives nnd children. 

The steamer Ida, of the same line, 
which picked up the survivors, is ex- 
pected to arrive tomorrow. 

The mayor of Southampton has 
started a relief fund and Is receiving 
a ready response to his appeal.

Seaman Relates Experience 

St. Malo. France. Nov. 20.— James

possible. Gunter clung to '.he littlngs 
of the topmast, with nine others below 
him, including the chief mate and 
three Bretons, who died during the 
night of exposure. The Hilda first 
struck at 10 o'clock Sunday night. She 
was going dead slow at the time. 
Seven minutes later the ship broke 
amidships and her decks were swept 
bare with the exception of the few 
survivors who clung to the mast. They 
were rescued by a steamer after hav- 
ing endured twelve hours' agony.

In response to the captain's appeal, 
when ho found it would he useless to 
attempt to launch the bouts, all tho 
women and children were mustered In 
tho main hutch and tho stewardesses 
fixed life belts around each, of them.

New \'ork, Nov. 20. — At its nieefin?

federation changed the wording of the 
phrase "Jesus Christ our Lord and Sa- 
vior" in the preamble of the constitution 
or I he federal council to read "Josn-: 
'Christ our Divine Lord and •Savior."' it 
is understood that this change >vill ex- 
clude the Unitarians from membership 
in the federal council on tlie ground 
that they do not .accept the theory of the 
divinity or Jesus Christ. This body 
was not Invited to attend the conference 
on federation.

A COMMISSION OF ENQUIRY. 



The position of affairs in regard to 
the dismissal of Miss Cameron from 
the prtncipalshlp of the South Park 
school has taken a new and rather 
unexpected turn. As will be seen by 
the report of the proceedings of the J next legislature of all necessary good 
school board, a special meeting of road measures.

although the natural conditions for 
road -building arc very similar to what 
they are here. The roads there are | 
constructed and maintained under 
county supervision. We are not sur- 
prised, therefore, to lind that in Wash- 
ington state, where such n necessity 
exists for improvement, that the good 
roads movement is taking root firmly. 
An enthusiastic meeting of the Wash- 
ington Good Roads Association was 
held at Walla Walla on the 10th and 
1 1 til instants, and many subjects per- 
taining to good roads were discussed. 
One of these was the working of con- 
victs on the roads for a portion of the 
time. Resolutions wers also adopted 
providing for the employment of an 
organizer to form a road organization 
in each county of the state. Another 
asked the various boards of county 
commissioners, city councils, chambers 
of commerce and commercial clubs to 
contribute according to their popula- 
tion to make up a fund of S-1,000 to 
pay the salary and expenses of the 
organizer. A resolution was also 
adopted' providing for the appoint- 
ment of a committee of live on legis- 
lation. This committee is to draft 
and secure the introduction at the 



which was held yesterday afternoon 
it lias been decided to ask the govern- 
ment to issue a commission for the 
purpose of making a judicial enquiry 
into the circumstances which have led 
up to the present juncture of affairs 
.Whether the government will accede 
to such a request remains to be seen; 
but at all events it demonstrates the 
desire, of the school board to satisfy 
the public as to the propriety of its 
action. 

At first sight tile suggestion of a 
royal commission for such a purpose 
looks very much like the making of a 
mountain out of a molehill; but mem- 
bers of the board say in defence of 
their position that the circumstances 
have been magnified to such propor- 
tions by the public as to call for extra- 
ordinary action. Petitions for Miss 
Cameron's reinstatement have been 
•widely circulated, and a proposal to 
hold a series of public meetings has 
been made. As the result of the 
agitation now on foot, the question Is 
likely to become a factor in the 'next 
school trustee election, and of local 
politics generally. The trustees hold 
that they cannot reinstate the prin- 
cipal of South Park school without 
declaring themselves in the wrong, 
and that without a full and judicial 
investigation of the facts upon which 
they based their action of dismissal 
there can be 'no finality as to the rights 
and wrongs of the ease. The Colonist 
has no opinions to offer in the matter, 
except that an Investigation of some- 
kind, by which to lay all the facts 
before the public, was in order. Upon 
the face of il tlu> school board is the 
l)dst judge of its own actions, and with 
the members must remain the respon- 
sibility of Justifying Hi,, course it lias 
adopted. The position of the Colonist, 
■which can only stand in the relation 
of an outsider so far as the facts are 
concerned, is that the school board 
must stand or fall as the result of an 
enquiry judicial in its character. If 
the facts disclosed be favorable to the 
board, public Interests demand that its 
action be upheld; if not. il means the 
vindication of .Miss Cameron and hei 
immediate reinstatement. 



include a bill for the employment of 
convict labor not otherwise required 
to operate the jute mill and other in- 
dustries as may be required to prop- 
erly maintain the penitentiary, on the 
public highways of the state; also a 
bill defining the duties of the state 
highway commission, and such other 
legislation as the Good Roads Asso- 
ciation may consider advisable. 

We are told that the efforts of the 
association have already resulted in a 
general Improvement of the :..ads. It 
seems, however, evident that state aid 
is necessary in order t<> provide sufll- 
clant funds for carrying on the work 
on an efficient basis. It all depends, 
after nil, upon an efficient and zealous 
secretary and directorate, who must 
have money at their disposal. We 
should like to see the local govern- 
ment take into consideration the put- 
ting of the roads of the province on a 
basis of scientific construction and 
maintenance. It costs a little more 
at the outset to apply the best methods, 
but tile results in economy in the long 
run would amply repay the province 
for the increased expenditure. One 
difficulty which exists in the province 
in respect to road-building is that a 
road or tratl is wanted to a mine or a 
new settlement, and expedition is the 
most important feature of the work. 
There is usually neither time nor 
money available to build the road as 
it should be built. one never knows, 
either, whether a road built in this way 
is going to be permanent. There is a 
number of roads that are practically 
in disuse now from the fact that the 
excitement which gave rise to them 
has died out. Under such circum- 
stances the money Is wasted at best.

"By start- 
ing in lo canvass for the next election 
the day after the last," he replied. So 
that, even if the interest is only feigned 
for political purposes, it is appreciated, 
and it cannot but be very useful in guid- 
ing the candidate carefully through the 
mazes of public opinion. No man can 
know what the people think about him 
or about others unless he mingles freely 
among them, and whether as a politician 
he is seeking votes or seeking to lind out 
the real requirements of the country, the 
knowledge thereby gained must be of 
groat use.

This 
was probably the fault "of no one in 
particular. Tlie association in its 
personnel covered the whole id' the 
province: llie expenses of attending 
meetings and carrying on tin. work 
were provided for voluntarily; the 
results, if any, would have been gen- 
eral and not particular, and so il nat- 
urally lapsed into a condition of 
"innocuous desuetude"; in laid, died 
out or existence. This may or may 
not he a ma I tor of regret, 1 1 Is ques- 
tionable to what extent a voluntary 
association can do good unless there 
are some "sinews of war" behind it in 
assure permanency of effort'. There 
are many illustrations of that in Brit- 
ish Columbia, but one that comes to 
mind Is the Provincial Mining Asso- 
ciation.

Premier iVfcBrlde 
Returns Home 



First Minister Gives Interesting 
Account of Trip Through 
the Interior. 



Hearty Welcome Extended to 
„ Visitors by Hospitable 
Inhabitants. 



'Feeling a little tired and worn out 
alter three weeks of almost constant 
travel, but otherwise in perfect Hiealtii, 
Honorable Richard McBride returned 
liome lust night from Jus visit to 'the 
southern interior of the province. After 
reaching Kelson, he was joined toy Rob- 
ert Green, and the two returned 10 Van- 
couver, where the Chief Commissioner 
of Lauds and Works was detained last 
night to meet the members -of the civic 
council on matters connected with iiis 
department. He will arrive in the city 
ou this evening's boat. 

Seen at his residence last night, Wie 
Premier talked entertainingly to a Col- 
onist representative about the tour and 
the general conditions existing in the 
'Kootenays, the 'boundary, Osoyoos, iSim- 
ilkuuteen and Okanngan districts. His 
reception and that of the Commissioner 
of Lauds and Works was most enthu- 
siastic everywhere and in several of the 
cities and. towns visited banquets and 
other entertainments were provided for 
the distinguished - guests. Altogether 
(their visit to the interior -was replete 
'.with interest. 

As ihead of the. department of mines, 
the premier took particular interest in 
everything, pertaining -to this industry 
and stated that 

Throughout the Kootenays 
including the Lardeau, Slocan, Trail, 
Nelson and Ymir divisions as well, as 
<hc boundary district, t;lio l outlook was 
more encouraging than ever before. He- 
regretted to note that while the Knoten- 
ay lumber industry was good,- and the 
mills busy, there were many complaints 
on the part of the millmen that the 
prices to be obtained and the freight 
rates to the Northwest and Manitoba 
were still very unsatisfactory. In fact, 
there was evident a keen disappointment 
on all 'sides 'because of the failure of 
the Ottawa authorities to protect the 
industry. American hitnlber, the pre- 
mier avows, is titill being shipped into 
tho new western provinces -and Manito- 
ba ad the competition is such as -to com- 
pel the British Columbia mills to oper- 
ate at a great disadvantage. The agri- 
cultural and horticultural development, 
Mr. uilcB-ride said, was simply amazing, 
particularly in the Kootenays and Okan- 
ogan, where a system of small holdings 
llnul „ecotue vogue and was attracting 
a tine class of settlers. The whole in- 
terior was forging ahead and with few 
exceptions the towns reflected the pros- 
perity of the several sections in which 
they were located. 

Speaking of his visit the premier said: 
"1 left nearly three weeks ago to join 
Mr. Green at 'Nelson. On the way a 
day was spent at iRevetetoko, where 1 
met. Mr. Thomas Taylor, iM. P. . 1'. The 
time vyns profitably spent inspecting the 
city and in the evening a banquet was 
■tendered jue which proved a most en- 
joyable non-political function, Kevel- 
stoke is today 

One of the Most Substantial Cities 
01' the province. Its growth, particu- 
larly during the past two years, has 
been of a most substantial character. I 
was informed there was not a vacant 
house in the town and that .many houses 
were rented in advance of construction." 

"What are the causes leading up to 
this prosperity'.'" suggested the report- 
er. 

"Briefly, its rapid industrial growth," 
replied the premier. "The city is be- 
coming a distributing point for the Lar- 
deau and Big 'Bend sections and is the 
centre of si big -lumbering section, where 
many modern sawmills have heen put 
up, notably at Arrowhead, ami Coma- 
piix", giving «employmenit both in the 
mills and lumber camps to several bun- 
dled men. At Revelstoke, 'Mr. land- 
mark is re-building at the Big Eddy on 
the site of the destroyed mill and the 
machinery has all been ordered. Bo- 
sides the lumber industry there is a 
substantial local pay-roll at the t-diops of 
the C. 1'. It. The company has cen« 
•tered here 'all the work of repairs on 
the mountain division, which necessi- 
tates 'the employment of n big 'crew of 
skilled mechanics. 

"From Kevolstoko, in company with 
Mr. Taylor, the trip to (Nelson was made 
via Nnkusp and Slocan City. Though 
the new service provided by the Cana- 
dian Pacific involves several changes 
from ilrain to steamer, the arrangements 
• are so perfect its to cause- no inconven- 
ience to any traveler, the officials being 
more than kind and obliging to every- 
one. At -Nelson 

Mr. Green Joined Mo 
and together we journeyed bock to the 
Tardea ii by way of Lnrrto, Poplar Creek 
and Trout Lake City, A day ,wa.s 
spent ut Ferguson. For some time past! 
work in several of the prominent mines 
of this camp had not been carried on 
to full capacity, but. -there is a -great 
deal of quij.-t development in progress. A 
new strike at the Silver Cup has more 
than encouraged the mine owners and" 
there is every promise of considerable 
activity the coming year. It is notice- 
able in t his seel ion that for the most 
part prospectors are doing develop- 
ment at their own expense; preferring 



tags rather than to share it with out- 
side capital. The citizens of Trout Lake' 
held. a public meeting at the Oddfellows 
hall at which we were invited, and Mr. 
Green told me it was the largest and 
most representative gathering and Lar- 
deau had ever seen. Afterwards we 
we're entertained at a splendid ban- 
quet. The destiny of the Lardeau dis- 
trict as a mineral prolucer is assured 
beyond .any question. The enterpris- 
ing people nf Trout Lake city were 
highly elated over -the success of their 
ore exhibit at the reeot Spokane Fruit 
fair, which carried on the flrst pre- 
mium and gold medal over all other 
district exhibits. Though our time did 
not permit of our visiting Camborne we 
were pleased to learn that considerable 
development '.. both the gold, quartz 
and silver-lead mines was underway. 

"Journeying south the .next stop was 
made at Ivaslo. Here the reception took 
the form of a smoking concert, which 
was very largely attended, Mayor Etod- 
der occupied the chair and presided very 
happily over the meeting. After several 
addresses from those present 

An Impromptu Concert 
was given. The enthusiasm in which 
the chief commissioner was received on 
all sides in his own constituency was 
most gratifying to his 'friends. The 
people of Kaslo undoubtedly realize he 
has his old home very near to his heart. 

"At 'Nelson we were also very cor- 
dially received and entertained by the 
citizens. With renewed activity through- 
out the Kootenays and the convenient 
and central position this city occupies 
'business at Nelson is looking up splen- 
didly. Tho city by the Jake is one of 
the .best in the province, both from a 
resldental and business standpoint, it is 
also -a distributing centre for a large 
section of both the Kootenays as well as 
of the boundary and points further west. 

''While there we met a thoroughly 
representative gathering of liberal con- 
servatives and were privileged to take 
part in the proceedings t which have 
brought into existence the Nelson Con- 
servative Club, a fusion' of 'both the lo- 
cal Conservative association and the Con- 
servative union, and the members are 
working in harmony."

construction, makes a grand total of 
over $250,000,000. During the coming 
year Canadian railways will require 
over 100,000 tons of bridge material for 
renewing and .strengthening bridges. 
The requirements of the Grand Trunk 
railway alone for this purpose will 
amount to 30,000 tons. 

The trade and navigation returns, 
covering the fiscal year ended June 30, 
show the extent of the importations of 
small steel which lias to be brought 
in in the face of a duty of from $7 to 
$10 per ton. The Imports for the year 
of bar iron and steel, comprising only 
rounds, squares and Hats, amounted to 
32, 37!) tons, valued at $1,024,256, on 
which duties amounting to $202,G3-1 
were exuetcd. Fish plates were 
brought in to the extent of 7,000 tons 
under a duty of ?8 per ton, the value 
of the goods being $202,216. There are 
several smale plate mills In Canada 
manufacturing butt-welded pipe up to 
two Inches in diameter. All the skelp 
for this industry is imported to the 
amount of lfl,H7 tons, valued at $557,- 
944. Railroad spikes pay a duty of 
$10 per ton, and nearly 26,000 tons came 
from abroad, costing $97,221, with du- 
ties amounting to $24,839. 

Canada has no tin-plate industry as 
yet, though several projects to estab- 
lish this branch of manufacture have! 
been set on foot. Last year the im- 
portations in this line amounted, rough- I 
ly speaking, to 250,000 boxes, Including 
black plate produced at a tin-plate mil! ! 
valued at $2,879,600. To supply this; 
demand here would require a 20-mill 1 
plant and give employment to 2,000 
men.

The nrethods of treating walls in 
other materials than printed papers 
ure numerous indeed, and there is a 
great variety of choice in burlaps, 1 pa- 
pier-mache, tile, 'wainscoting, fabrics 
In different arrangements', real and imi- 
tation wall leather, stenciling, tempera 
ornamentation by hand, panel arrange- 
ments from Japanese sources, designs 
In hardwood Inlay, as in the Austrian 
Secession. These materials are, many 
of them, used In conjunction with the 
popular "landscape" friezes in paper, 
some of which are now being made 
with a repeat of pattern at no lesn a 
distance than seventy-two feet. There- 
fore, the prospective decoration of a 
room in unique style gives not only 
the choice of. unlciue jnaterlal, but also 
the use of rrleze designs which are for 
all purposes absolutely continuous and 
with all the variety that attaches to a 
handpalrited frieze design. The innu- 
merable variations possible m combi- 
nations of materials of so diverse n 
character as we mention will make tt 
quite beyond the scope of this article 
to give more than a very few exam- 
ples. These, as specimen arrange- 
ments, will suggest other methods of 
treating tlNs material 'Used ilt the exam-

The third design shows the possibili- 
ties of (he "draped" wall hung with 50- 
inch patterned fabric. The material is 
hung from a concealed brass rod at the 
junction of the wall and ceiling. The 
box-pleated fashion of hanging Is used 
to conceal the seams in the fabric, 
which are turned under, towards the 
concealed wall behind the hanging.

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Above we show a somewhat conven- 
tional side-wall in a style usually con- 
sisting of gilt molding and pale tinted 
papers. We would BUggest brown oak 
against tapestry— thai is, a stronger 
combination of color than usual, and in 
contrasting shades. 




The popularity of burlap. Which is 
simple, not. of great cost, and easy 
to hahdle gives opportunity for sten- 
cil treatment in the manner we show 
here. The simple stencil design at the 
photograph rail is done on burlap, with 
a lighter tone of plain fabric for a 
frieze. At the junction of wall and 
coiling the stencil design is repeated as 
a margin to the ceiling, which is white. 
A treatment in white woodtrlms ns a 
background for dark blue burlap and 
light blue burlap frieze makes nn ex- 
cellent color scheme in such a case as 
Is represented by the simple wall. 
The stencil decoration might be in 
aluminum paint,

Above the plate-rail the 
wall Is pebbled, and the rough-surfaced 
frieze section is defined at the ceiling | 
by a similar band of stained wood to j 
match the plate-rail. As suggested in 
the illustration the picture space in 
this wail is confined to the pebbled | 
plaster surface, and the picture hooks 
depend from the dark wood band run- 
ning around the room at the celling, i

The last design in the series suggests 
the use of leather as a material for 
wall coveting. Behind the upholstered 
wall scat, the leather Is applied flat to 
the bare wall, a grillework frame In 
stained oak is added, and the visible 
squares of leather are outlined in brass 
headed nails. A plate- rail or stain 
rack surmounts the top of the leather- 
covered section of the wall, and a land- 
scape frieze of generous width reaches 
the celling, which is beamed In the 
fashion of the grille work on the wall 
beneath.— Interior Decoration, N. Y.

At the meeting of the genera! Synod 
of the Church of England iu.'tho Domin- 
ion of Canada, held in Quebec in Septem- 
ber, 1005, th Archbishops and Bishops 
of t ho upper house issued the folloaving 
pastoral letter and ordered it to he rend 
by all Hie clergy to their congregation* 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, It wits 
accordingly read In all the English 
churches -of Victoria and British Colum- 
bia, on Sunday, Nov. 10th: 

To the Olergy hnd tatty of the 
Church of HJiifflnnd in Canada : 

In tho name of the Father, t'he Son, 
and the Holy Ghost, 

Three years have passed since we last 
addressed you, brethren beloved, on the 
duties and responsibilltines of our com- 
mon life as sen-ants of the Lord .lesus 
Christ, and memories of His Church. 
And now once more we, as your Bishops, 
conscious of the weight ol responsibility 
which rests on us, and which time can 
never lessen, address you alter the closo 
of n most Important gathering of the 
whole Canadian Church in general synod 
assembled, composed of all the bishops 
and chosen representatives, both cleri- 
cal and lay, of the Dominion. Surely 
the whole church may pray that the fore- 
most result of such a gathering may be 
that bishops, clergy and laity may pass 
to the more ordinary work of their com- 
mon duties, filled with an earnest desire 
to "live the life" which wherever lived 
will bring glory to our Lord and Master, 
Jesus Christ. And God knows we need 
all the divine power, that tho united 
faith of bishops, clergy and laity can 
bring, through Christ, into the' life of 
this laud. Neve* was land more blest, 
never had any country more to be grate- 
ful for, and yet how terribly thoughtless 
it is at times of God. We must awake, 
awake for our. own (jeoqle, awake for 
our own loved Church of England, mid 
not for pride or glory's sake, or for su- 
premacy, but. for Christ's sake, win our 
portion in this promised hind, and win 
it for tho Lord we servo. 

Tlio Need of Godly Example. 
Christian brethren of the laity whom 
these words may reach in distant places, 
we desira you .to realize more fuly than 
ever you have done, the Individual pow- 
er you possess through the example of 
your daily life, and to use that power 
for the glory of our Saviour. At a time 
.when that great influence called "soci- 
ety'' seems steadily ' drifting towards 
God-forget fulness and irr-cligion, when 
the solemnity of the Lord's day is de- 
graded through the frivolity of fashion, 
when a spiritual, yel hold profession of 
religion is often regarded as vulgarity., 
when with many it is fashionable to 
leave God's house unfrequented and tho 
ordinances of religion unused, when mo- 
ney is poured out lavishly on luxury 
and soft, enervating living, and paltry 
sums at times given by the rich to the 
■things of Cod, at. each a time, the voice 
of every godly man and woman should 
he raised in the interest of all that Is 
("pure ond or good report;" and the 
worth of personal example should lie 
realized as nil important in the home, 
in the uvea of childhood, and in the 
busy haunts <>C busy men. 'Better, far 
better, tho sober strictness at which 
the fashion-able world may mock, 
than the offering of hrist's will, 
and our responsible manhood or woman- 
hood, on the altar of a godless, frivolous 
and wholly irresponsible, fashionable 
world. 

Marriage and Divorce. 

And hoiif-e Is it that we, your fathers 
in (iod. would enl! upon the christian 
force and integrity of the faithful to sup- 
port us in the step which the general 
synod lias taken in positively forbidding 
nay clergyman of the Church of Eng- 
land in Canada "to solemnize a marriage 
between persons, either of whom shall 
have been divorced from one who is liv- 
ing at the time." The synod has been 
led to take this momentous step, in the 
highest, interests of social life, and the 
protection of home. It is certainly true 
that such u canon cannot, at times, be 
put into action without a measure of 
suffering on the part of those who have 
not sinned, hut wc would hare you to 
realize, brethren beloved, that such suf- 
fering is not confined to the question of 
the sundering of the marriage tie. Few 
who have attained the higher life have 
done so apart from almost countless acts 
of self-surrender; and willing bearing of 
that against which the flesh rebels: the 
iroad of Cod's will is Often a road o 
suffering, those who wili wear the dnz 
ling robes of victors nt the last "will

The synod 
has done what in God's sight it believes 
is right, and we, your fathers, thank 
.God that it arrived at u conclusion thai 
ithough it may entail suffering on the 
few, is certainly conceived in the inter- 
est of the many. 

Observance of the Lord's Day. 
For the further preservation of the 
purity and sweetness of christian life, 
we would urge on all who "love the 
Lord Jesus" to lenve nothing undone, 
by voice, by influence,- by example to, 
preserve the sac-redness of the Lord's 
Day. One dreads, to think what tho 
fashionable mode of regarding and using 
that day may lead. to, and we Warn the 
Christian manhood and womanhood of 
the church that where fashion is allowed 
to usurp tho throne of Christ, where the 
day is used for excited pleasure, and 
wholly divorced from worship, the div- 
ine object of the day is lost, and Christ 
is dishonored where above all lie should 
he glorified. And if our united voices 
could reach those whose example Is so 
deleterious to the best interests of the 
people, we would ask them to realize 
that their responsibility is as real n thing 
today as it will be to them anil for us 
when wo stand at the lust In the presetce 
of God. 

In sonnectiou with this 80-bject we 
would commend to the church the Work 
of the Lord's Day Alliance of Canada. 
It-s object is largely identical with ours,' 
and its field is the Dominion, We 
would welcome nnd aid any godly effort 
of this description and knowlhs the de- 
voted earnestness displayed by the Al- 
liance in this respect, we pray God s 
Mossing to rest Upon its labors. 
Candidates for the Sacred Ministry. 

Furthermore, brethren, we would 
plead with the rising christian manhood 
of the church ami bring before that all 
important body the claims which the 
imlnlstry of God's church has in all 
places upon it, but more especially in 
this country "where the lields are white 
to hurvest and the laborers are few." 
We are well aware that wo cannot com- 
pete with the world, in the inducements 
which it holds out to rally the young 
life of Canada around its business and 
commercial enterprises — we would not. 
complete if we could, for we feel as- 
sured that no ministry can prove inself 
a '"Ministry of worth" where such sordid 
calculations lie at its base, Hut oar ap- 
peal is to the young christian manhood, 
or even advancing boyhood of the church 
from an earnest' desire to bring Christ 
and His church before them at that, mo- 
ment when the decision bus to he made 
as to their life's work, and we would 
claim for the work of Christ a loving nnd 
Careful consideration. We can assure 
the young, with long years of life behind 
many of us, us we give the assurance, 
that the call of Christ is above every 
call Unit earth can give, and that the 
Muster's payment to His faithful ser- 
vants is beyond all price. 
Authorized Rendering of Divine Service 
We .have observed with concern the 
(growing tendency to shorten and set 
aside the established order of cliurch ser- 
vices on the Lord's Day without due 
authority. Also to introduce into the 
service musical selections unauthorized 
mud uncdifying, such ns the substitution 
for The offertory sentences of anthem 
solos; the omission of a -sermon after 
evensong; and the use in its place of a 
cantata or sacred melody; the employ- 
ment of elaborate services instead of 
plain chants nnd responses, to the exolu- 
clusion of the congregation from their 
rightful participation in divine worship. 
Special Seasons of Prayer. 
Considering the undoubted fact that 
untold blessing lias arisen in response to 
tho special prayers, that God's people 
have offered on St. Andrew's Day. the 
special Day of Intercession, and at 
other seasons, we would most, earnestly 
press upon the clergy to take care to 
give their people Special opportunities of 
prayer and praise each year, and we 
would also call upon the faithful laity 
everywhere to listen to the call of their 
clergy and gladly to unite in these spec- 
ial devotions. 

Missionary Sociotiy of the Church of 
England in Canada, 

As bishops ol the church we have but 
one mind as to the need of urging all to 
support, with devoted liberality our own 
Canadian Missionary Society. Wc thank 
God for the onward spirit of the society 
itself, for its increasing income, nnd for 
the great good it has accomplished with- 
in tlie short period of three years. Never- 
theless Ave kuow that what we have done 
is by no means the measure of the 
church's power. Nor' can we exnect, 
even approximately, to reach that mea- 
sure until every clergyman becomes the 
willing and earnest advocate of the work 
of the society, instead of, an too often 
happens, remaining a mere machine to 
convey to congregations the desire of the 
society to enlist their sympathy. If all 
'the clergy wore as earnest in this mat- 
ter, as t hank Cod so many are, we would 
Oiave no trouble in meeting, indeed more 
than meeting, our diocesan appointments 
ami we cannot fail to realize that where 
such cold, mechanical methods are pur- 
sued, the responsibility of diocesan fail- 
ure rests on those whose lack of personal 
effort impedes the church of (Iod in its 
earnest effort to fulfill the Master's will. 
Words of Warning, 
It is our desire, based on duly toward 
KJod and our people, -to warn all against 
•that godless spirit which seeks to regu- 
late at will the result of marriage, nnd 
largely to banish childhood from the 
home. We care not to linger on such a 
subject, hut we would warn the thought- 
less, ns well as those who cannot he 
called so, that there are deadly moral 
and social crimes, as well as those 
against tin- laws of king and country, 
and that foremost among such moral 
crimes is that which, rushing n gainst Un- 
laws' of Cod ami nature, will surely 
bring upon the criminals, in some way, 
physically and spiritually, the just judg- 
ment of an offended Cod. 

We have sought, brethren, in these 
words, to lead you with ourselves, at 
least in thought, into the very presence 
of God, for christian duty and christian 
responsibility realized and sought to be 
fulfilled, must ever bring us close to 
Him, "whose we are and whom we 
ought to serve." To us the synod has 
been a great joy and source of thank ful- 
ness, for whilst minds have differed, all 
have been united in bowing before the 
church's voice, when its decisions have 
been clearly given. This unity of spirit 
surely is from Cod, this brotherhood is 
I lis gift, this freedom from strife and 
rancour in His blessing. To Him be all 
praise ami glory. Amen

LONDON'S PAUPERISM. 



London Mall. 

The following article is the first re- 
sult of a serious, straightforward, un- 
sentimental enquiry by our special cor- 
respondent, Mr. F. A. McKenxle. His 
sympathy with the poor and sufferirig 
Is unquestionable, for his pen has often 
been employed In their cause, and In 
former years he has, as is well known, 
acted on behalf of the Dally Mail as 
the organizer and distributor of the 
charity of our readers. 

This first article does not make plea- 
sant reading, but we have Mr. Mc- 
Kenzle's emphatic assurance that It Is 
written after the most careful and 
searching personal Inquiries, and that 
he can neverreHH shrdl hrh hr lull 
he can answer personally for every 
statement It contains. Hasty readers 
are warned to observe that it refers 
to one district only, and that the re- 
sults of his Inquiries concerning other 
districts, which we sincerely hope may 
be more encouraging, will be contained 
IB further articles which will be pub- 
lished from day to day. 

Debauched by Charity. 
Half-past eleven on Friday morning 
Ir. a back street In the most poverty-: 
stricken and most largely relieved dis- 
trict in Canning Town. A group of 
women wait around the gates of a 
chapel, from which doles arc being is- 
sued. Dirty, ragged and untidy, they 
certainly are, but hungr-strlcken ? 
No! Their children playing in the 
roadway nearby are Ill-clad, filthy and 
In many cases barefooted, and do show 
signs of under-feeding, but mot the 
mothers. 

These are the wives of the habitual 
unemployed seeking relief. 

The curious stranger notices that 
some of the women go from the relief 
station to the public houses. Let us 
look inside a few of these establish- 
ments. In a side bar of the first 
place we enter we find clove nwomun, 
exactly of the same type as those so- 
liciting; charity without. One of them 
carries a recently born baby in Iter 
arms, and another has a little girl two 
years old dinging to her apron. Each 
woman has a glass In front of her. 
Some of them have been here since 
half- past nine in the morning, and 
will stay for hours yet. In the next 
drinking shop Is a party of nine, in 
the next but two, while In the last 
of all we Hnd seven. Now one rises 
to go out, for her hour has come to 
beg for aid from school or parson or 
unemployed fund, 

An hour later we can see the hus- 
bands of these women amusing them- 
selves at the street corner higher up. 
Five bookmakers' touts are busy am- 
ong them at one cross roads alone. 

At this time, when we are threat- 
ened with a new unemployed agita- 
tion, it Is well that the cni'ses of much 
ol the distress In some of the unem- 
ployed areas should be understood. For 
several years tho public has tried to 
deal with the sufferings of the very 
poor by sentimental means. In Cun- 
ning Town, In particular, each winter 
has brought increase of relief, and 
each increase of relief has helped to 
render more permanent the problem 
It has set about to cure. 

The Causes of Evil. 
Weahaye now, in this one district, 
a large number of people, totalling 
many thousands, incapable of regular 
work and unwilling id attempt It. 
They have been taught to lean on 
charity to aid them, and they have 
proved themselves apt pupils. Their 
homes will, as a rule, for sheer un- 
cleanllness, bear comparison with the 
dwelling of an Australian aborigine. 
Their children are systematically made 
untidy and given a neglected air,' in 
order more successfully to exort out- 
side aid. Parental love is so dead 
that, In very many cases' the mothers 
will sell the boots given to their chil- 
dren in order to buy gin. 

This Is no vague, general charge. 
Three years ago the renders of the 
Dally Mail entrusted me with a sum 
of money to spend on meals, and 
shoes for needy children In this dis- 
trict. Teachers from many schools 
assured me that such effort would be 
wasted, "liuy the shoes and give 
them to the children today," they 
said, "and tomorrow the shoes will bo 
in the pawnshops, and the mothers 
will have drunk the proceeds." It 
was necessary for us to construct a 
careful system of guard checks to 
save the children from their own mo- 
thers. 

Last year four separate general 
funds were dlstrtuuflng doles and aid 
among these people. A lund 
children, the best of all, kept them 
fro mstarvatlon. Two outside

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Jap Admiral Recounts History of 
the Naval Struqale In Far 
Eastern Waters. 



"Gradually Broke the Russians 
Strength" and "Circum- 
scribed Freedom," 



Recent moil tutrices from Japan .in- 
citdo the historic report of Admiral To- 
go of the naval actions of the war, re- 
cently presented the Jupuuese Emperor. 
J i reads: Sinn' early in February of 
hist year the combined fleet in obedience 
to the Itnperhil commands wont out to 
battle, a year find a half has passed, 
ituid in the combats on sea and oil shore 
the Imperial forces never once failed 
to obtain tho victory, fence has now 
been restored, and we, 1'our Majesty's 
subjects, having concluded ottr service, 
Ihuve. the thonour «f returning in triumph 
under the Imperial Flag, We 'are- al- 
ways profoundly sensible that these re- 
sults tire ilne to Vour Majesty's virtues. 

W hen lirst the Combined Fleet opened 
the combat, the plan of procedure, as di- 
rected by Your Majesty with the regard 
lo the condition of the army and navy 
to the objects of the war, was to shut 
the enemy into the L»ort Arthur region 
unid deprive him ol any opportunity to 
proceed to the fortified port <>f Viadi- 
votitoek. Thus attacking bim forthwith 
at Port Arthur and Chemulpo and en- 

irin^r theroaftcr in several offensive 
actions, v. e gradually 'broke his strength, 
and hy repeated emdeavomvg to blockade

Cooperat- 
ing with t'ae nrmy in the attack on 
Saghnlien, we performed our share of 
the duty, losing scarcely a man. We 
also made armed descents upon the ene- 
my in thedirecti ,f .North Korea, con- 
tinued the blockade of his ports and 
preserved its efficiency until the end ol 
the war. 

Thus it may lie said in sum that dur- 
ing the lirst period of the war the com- 
bined fleet determined the relative 
strength of the combatants: during the 
second period it achieved victory, and 
during the third period it, gufhered the 
results. There were degrees of urgen- 
cy and of difficulty, .but on the whole 
tin: war proceeded in regular sequence 
of offensive movements-, until the issue 
today witnessed WAS achieved. The 
ships have now assembled in Tokyo Pay- 
to celebrate tho triumph. They number 
over 170. Some vessels were lust, but 
considering the additions made to our 
navy in the form of captures from the 
enemy, our force today is not inferior

IS BISHOP OF THE

White Horse Clerflyman Chosen

DISCUSS FREIGHT RATES. 

Alleged New Railways Disturb Condi- 
tions of Kootenay Trade. 

Freight rates an? again under discussion 
by the wholesalers of Nelson, says the 
News of Hint city. 1 ills time no direct an- 
tagonism to any railway company is In- 
volved, at least for the present. 

Nelson's claims to lie regarded and treat- 
ed as a wholesale centre have hitherto 
been acquiesced iu by the C. 1'. K. Com- 
pany and apparently approved by the Do- 
minion railway commission, as no objec- 
tion bus been made. 

The Dumber of branch railways and ex- 
tensions of other brandies, now being 
built, or to he unlit, Is gradually effecting 
a change in the commercial relations of 
Nelson with other towns that should, hi 
the opinion of Nelson's wholesale dealers 
•be subsidiary to this city, 

The connection of East Kootenay and 
Boundary towns with the American cltl 
and with the American railways by tl 
Canadian Pacific and Groat Northern com- 
panies' branches, is creating a new con- 
dition for Nelson wholesalers. 

A special meeting of the wholesalers' 
association was held in the board of trade 
rooms yesterday afternoon nt 4. o'clock. Al- 
though several members are absent from 
the city, and the others got only two 
hours' notice, more than a dozen attended. 

V. Starkey, president, briefly stated the 
object of the meeting. He said Unit the 
position of Nelson as a wholesale point 
was seriously endangered b.v new railway 
connections established iu the district. He 
recommended that tlie executive commit- 
tee be instructed to confer with 'the bends! 
of the freight departments of the C. P. it. 
and G. N. it. companies, lie recommend- 
ed that no other resolutions be passed at 
present. 

After a long discussion the president's 
recommendations were adopted. Future ac- 
tion will depend upon the replies received 
from tlie railway companies.
